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=eem T' is furprizing, the Clamour 
RW chat is raifed againft the Bill 
f for veftraining the Licentiouf- 
L mefs of the Stage , when there 
is mot one iober, impartial 
Man, but muft fee and ac- 
knowledge, that the Perfonal 
Abufe of Majefty irfelf, as 
well as the encouraging and 
promoting all manner ,of 
Vice and Immorality, is carried to"fuch a Length, 
that if fome fpeedy and effe€tual Stop be not put to 
fuch daring Licentioufnefs, we can expect nothing 
lefs, than to fall a Sacrifice to Thofe, who lie in watt 
roy us. 
* : aga By be in vain to go about to conceal the al- 
mott irreparable Milchief this Licentioufnefs in 
Writing alone, has been the Occafion of ; and fhould 
the fame Licentioufnefs be fuffered to be brought 
into common Practice upon the Stage, it is not only 
true, that the moft upright and able Adminiftration 
can never fupport itfelf; but it is equally certain 
tain and true, That the beft Government, and the 
honefteft and the wifeft Prince, that ever filled a 
Throne, muft be reduced to the moft imminent Dan- 
er; and it is well, if the moft fatal Con{fequences 
do not follow from it. 

Ir is therefore become abfolutely neceflary for the 
Legiflature to interpofe, and not to fuffer the fame 
Licentioufnefs to be practifed on the Stage, as is in 
weckly and almoft daily Libels. 

Tue moft facred Perfons and Things may be re- 
prefented, even by writing, in fo ridiculous a Drefs, 
as to create a very great Contempt and Prejudice in 
the Minds of the People ; but when the fame Perfons 
and Things are ridiculed and reviled on the Stage, 
the ridiculous Reprefentation of them is fo much the 
more lively and firong, that it cannot fail, in a fhort 
courfe of Time, utterly to deface and root out of 
the Minds of Men all manner of Regard arid Re- 
fpeét for thofe Perfons and Things. 

Tus is fo felf-evident, that it muft be the greateft 
Stupidity or Impudence in any Man, to put the Li- 
centioufnels of the Prefs and the Stage upon the fame 
foot ; asif there were the fame Reafon to reftrain 
the one, as the other ; or, as if the Licentioufne(s 
of the Pre/s could poffibly be attended with the fame 
fatal Confequences, as the Licentioufnefs of the 
Stage. . 

Havine premifed this in the 
amine a little more particularly what is advanced by 
the Writer of the laft Craft/man on this Subje&. 

‘ Tue chief Reafon (fays he) given fora Law 
« for reftraining the Liberty of the Stage, is the pre- 
* fent Licentioufnels of the Stage, and the Immorality 
© of the People, which is imputed to it.” 

He goes on. ‘* Now fuppofing the Fat to be 
‘ true, I can fee no Reafon for any particular Inter- 
* pofition of the Legiflature upon this account ; all 
‘ dramatick Writers and Players being already under 
‘ the Cognizance of the Law, when they tranf- 
‘ grefs their Bounds, and fubjet to Profecution like 

* other Libellers or immoral Perfons.” 

Ir is vety true; * all dramatick Writers and 

* Players are fubje€& to the fame Profecution as other 

* Libellers.” But how fallacioufly is this urged? He 

would infinuate to his Readers, what he cannot but 

know to be utterly falfe and impoffible in Faét ; that 

Players and Libellers, becaufe they are under the 

Cognizance of the Law, and fubject to Profecution, 

may, for that Reafon, be reftrained from tranfgrefling 

their Bounds; or in other Words, That Libelling, 
whether by writing, or ating on the Stage, may be 
prevented by Profecutions at Law. 

Have we not feen Profecutions at Law brought 
againft Libellers in writing ; and is not Libelling in 
that Way praétifed, at this Time, if it be poffible, in 
ten Times a greater Degree than ever? And is not 
this a demonftrative Proof, that it is impoffible to put 
a Stop to this Evil by any Profecutions at Law? And 
I defy this Writer to thew, that all Profecutions at 
Law againft Libelling on the Stage, will not be 
evaded by the very fame Arts. And can he fee no 
Reafon then for any particular Interpofition of the 
Legiflature upon this Account ? 

* Bur the Cafe (fays he, {peaking of the Reafoz 
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* given for reftraining the Licentioufnefs of the 
* Stage) is directly the Reverie ; for the Immoraliry 
* ot the People is fo far from being owing to the 
* LicentioufnefS of the Stage, that the Licentiouf- 
* nefs of the Stage is immediately owing to the Im- 
* morality of the People.” 

Turis, Iconfefs, is a pretty jingle of Words ; but 
does not in the leaftoverthrow the Reafon given tor 
reftraining the Licentioulnefs of the Stage ; that it 
is one Cauié of the Immoraliy of the People ; or, that 
the Licentioufnels of the Stage has a very powerful 
Influence to encreafe the Immorality of the People. 

Wuo was ever fo abfurd, as he would infinuate, 
as to affert, that the Immorality of the People was 
wholly or immediately owing to the Licentioulnefs of 
the Stage? No, all that is contended for is, chat the 
People are made much more immoral, and that Im- 
morality f{preads itfelf much wider, by reafon of the 
Licentioufnefs of the Stage. , 

* Tue Licentioufnels of the Stage is undoubtedly 
‘ owing to the Immorality of the People.’ Bur to 
argue from thence, * That the Immorality of the 
* People is not in a great Degree owing to the Licen- 
‘ tioufnefs of the Stage; is egregioufly ftupid or 
trifling. The People might, and moft certainly would 
be immoral, were the Stage utterly aLolifhed ; bur 
by the Licentioufnefs of the Stage, they are made 
much more immoral, than they would be ifno Players 
were allowed. 

Tuis Writer confiders, in the next Place, the 
Effe& which a Law for laying a Reftrain: om the Li- 
centioufne’s of the Stage, muft have upon Liberty 
in general. 

* Tue Bounds, fays be, of Liberty and Licen- 
¢ tioufnefs are fo extremely nice, that it is yery diffh- 
* cult co diftinguifh exaétly between them : But it is 
* certain, that there can be wo Liberty, where there 
‘ is no Room for extending it roo far.” 

Iz this were apply’d to the Liberty of the Pre/s 
only, I acknowledge it to be very true. You mutt 
allow an abflute uncontroulable Liberty of Writing, 
or all Liberty of Writing muft be annull'd and taken ‘ flatter the Afem in Power, and to lexgh at thofe 
away. There isno pofhible Medium. * who oppofe them: And, That Patriotifn, Pocr 

Ir a Liberty of Writing againfta bad Prince, or ‘ expiring Patriotifm ! will be turn’d inte Ri- 
a bad Adminiftration be allow’d of, the fame Liberty ‘ dicule.’ 
muft, of Neceflity, be allow’d againft the be? Ad- 
miniftration, and the bef of Princes. Andthe Rea- — 
fon is very plain ; becaufe, if a good Prince, and a 
good Adminiftration, will make themfelves the abjo- 
sw of what is fic and proper to be publith'd 
in Writing, the worft of Princes, or Adminiftrations, 
have the fame Right of exercifing the fame Privilege 
or Power ; and, con{equently, the Liberty of J/7i- 

- ting muft be wholly taken away. 

But, for Goodnefs fake, what has this to do with 
the Licentioufnefs of the Stage? Or does it follow, 
That * Becaufe there can be mo Liberty, where there 
* is me Room left for extending it too far ;’ therefore 
there can be wo Liberty, where there is not Reom left 
of extending it to the Overthrow of all good Govern- 
ment, as well as bad. 

FIs it not excellent Reafoning, That becaufe /fme 
Room ought to be left of extending Liberty too far, 
in one Inftance ; therefore all the tase ought to be 
left, and in ai] Inftances, that the moft inveterate and 
determin’d Enemies to the Government can contrive 
and invent ? 

Is it impofible, that Licentioufnefs fhould be car- 
ry’d to fuch a Heighth, and in fo many Inftances, as 
to make it abfolutely neceflary to reftrain, and put a 
Stop to it in fome Inftances? Or, becaufe Licen- 
tioufnefs ought to be fuffered, or connived at, in 
fome Inftances, ought it therefore to be tolerated in 
every Inftance, that any Man can devife ? Surely, no 
Man in his Senfes can affert this. 

Anp yet, as abfurd and, monftrous as this is, this 
is the Scheme this Writer builds upon. In his Way 
of Reafoning, if the Liberty of the Prefs ought to 
be allowed, fo likewife ought the Liberty of rhe 
Stage. Or, if you pur the Liberty of the Stage un- 
der any Reftraint, therefore it is equally juftifiable to 
fubje&t the Liberty of the Prefs to the fame Re- 
ftraint ; tho’ rhere is not the leaft Connexion between, 
or any juft Confeguence that can be drawn, from al- 
lowing the Liberty of the Prefs, to allowing the 
Liberty of the Stage. 


Tue Truth is, In whatever /yfances Liberty be 
allowed, mo Keftraint ought or can be laid om that 
Liberty without destroying ir. 

Ir the Liberty ot the Prefs has, in the worff and 
moft dangerous Tires, been round fe ffic ient to make 
the People, in general, fenfibie ut rhe Evils that 
threaten’d them, and to excite tiem to unite as one 
Man to detend and proiect their Ligserttes : What 
poflible Realon can be aflign’d, or imayin'd, thar the 
fame Liberty thould not be /sficient at ali Times, co 
protect them from the like Mangers ? 

Is, becaufe Licentioulnefs jn (7 ritineg ought to 
fuffered, therefore Licentioune's in al/ other In- 
flances has an equal Right co be tolerared, no Go- 
vernmen can fupport itfeif. There muff be a Power 
in the Legitilature to determine in wlat Inflances 
Licentioufnets fhall be fudfered ; or the ccrsain Con- 
feyuence will be Anarchy and Confufion. 

: Hi AD thole who oppote the Men in Power, turned 
their Ridicule ay alnit Things alone, ari not againtt 
Perfors : Had they only ridiculed or exvoled AMale- 
Adminifivation, 1 need not teil this Writer, enat 
there had been no Occafion for the Legiflature to in- 
terpofe in refraining the Licentionirets of the Stege. 

However, I cannot blame hin for being under 
a Panick, lett Modern Patrictifn: thou! be turn’d into 
Ridicuite on the Stage. Burt as to this too he ma 
make himfelf perfectly eafy: For to {peak che Trath, 
the Patrictifm of thefe Days is {0 exceedingly ridicu- 
lous initleif, that ic is below all Ridicule. ~ 

For can any Thing be more ridiculows, than to 
hear Men declaiming, agai itt the Power ot the Crown, 
for no other Reafon but becaufe they are not empley'd 
by the Croarn ? 

Tuts is the Whole of Modern Pafrictifm. And 
could any Thing make ir more ridiculous, it muft be
